6. Routine work on Okinawa was halted temporarily by the typhoon on 
3 and 4 October and sanitation employees were utilized on emerrency work.

7. The Chief of Sanitation Military Government continued the 
meetings with native district sanitation hanchos. Meetings were held in 
the Ishikawa, Jinuza, Taira, Hentona and Maebaru districts. Special em- 
phasis was made at the meetings, of the necessity for educating the 
natives on the parts of the new sanitary rerulations that affect them 
directly. . 


8. Four technicians worked with native sanitation patrolmen on an 
extensive rodent control campaign in areas adjacent to military installa- 
tions. This work is being done in addition to training of native rodent 
control teams due to the increasing number of rats observed in these 
areas.

9. Japanese translations of "Handbook of Tuberculosis Care for 
Public Health Nurses" and "Nurses Procedure Books" were distributed to 
the schcols of nursing and the tuberculosis Hospital on Okinawa. 


10. A staff meeting was held on 20 Octcber at Nago Hospital with 
chief nurses and doctors to discuss a four months' refresher course and 
the incorporation of basic nursing procedures in the student curriculum

Veterinary Activities 


12. No epidemic diseases in cattle, swine or horses appeared in 
Okinawa in September and no deaths occurred. Okinawa reported 2 cases 
of distoma hepaticum and 21 cases of lumbar paralysis in goats. The two 
cases of distoma hepaticum resulted in deaths and 5 goats died of lumbar 
paralysis. Nineteen cases of pullorum in poultry resulted in 19 deaths. 


No diseases or deaths of cattle, horses or poultry were 
reported in the Northern Ryukyus. Five cases of lumbar paralysis ih 
gceats, all resulting in death, occurred in the Northern Ryukyus. Three 
cases of swine erysipelas resulted in deaths. The Southern Ryukyus 
reported no epidemic diseases in animals. 


13. In Ckinawa Gunto 42 hogs were slaughtered with no condemnations.
